i hilip Gueaaila s "The Hundred Years" is an absorb- 
ing cnronicie oi a century irom a June mornmg in IbiJV, 
wiien a sleepy and dislieveled Victoria received news ol 
ner uncle s oeath, to the wmtery aay in 1936, when bave- 
neaaeu crowds in iiingiand watched in solemn silence the 
luneral procession of George V. '^isib^ck]^ sho^ faow i:he 
impact ot piersQnlities and events of the past filtered 
through tlie years to inlluence the present. It puts in a 
clearer light the causes of today's di slocations by analyz- 
ing the momentous forces in history. 

The century is broken up into the most eventful years, 
and a revealing spotlight colorfully sweeps from America 
to Russia, illuminating the effects of the trends in one 
country on, the rest of the world. For instance, the histor- 
ies fii^g^on^^ Siimter-^as^nc^^^fi^ UK^ted incident in 
American history, but an event that perceptibly changed 
the histories of remote nations ; and the jar caused by the 
violent outbreak of the Russian Revolution was felt by the 
npst secluded hamlet iii America. The book makes the 
'familiar panorama of history take on more significance. 

Philip Guedalla skillfully injects a delightful freshness 
into the apparently arid facts of history. This book is 
written in the vivid style of a good novel. —

There are approxi- 
mately 100,000 Americans employed in the manufacture of 
silk products. Out iDf every dollar the fet|irbuyer speijda 
for silk articles, only ten cents goes back to Japan in pay- 
-me.nt for the raw ailki — — — " 



Up to tM iMresent^^at^l hasr^verHbeenr^^- 
fected which, has harmed the war-makers and militarisits. 
On the contrary, any damage done falls direct^ on the in- 
nocent heads of the civilian population. Japanese military 
leaders, by strict censorship, could easily convert the hate 
of suffering populace from themselves to the nation that 
has imposed the boycott. ^ Moreover, it would aggravate 
the idea that we are victims of an impressing foreign 
policy. Such consequences would lead, to more 'incidents" 
and quite possibly to war.

<Note: Since the Easter vacation 
Joe Berzito and^ Jqhn Harbachuk, 
fresh from a thurnb-Jerking tour of 
over a thousand miles have been re- 
counting their impressions. As it 
might be of some interest to the stu- 
dents we have solicited an _ account 
of their experiences:)^ — ^ — 

"Our entire tour was characterized 

by variety. We cruised in a police- 
car, careened in a delapidated Dodge 
and joggled in an old T. B. amba- 
Ime^. We rode wtb a. m^^Mmt a 
newspaperman, representative of the 
War Department, a job-seeker and a 
college student. " We'"^ listened to 
opinions expressed dogmatically, in- 
telligently, meekly and vociferously. 
Our "iininds were literally crammed 
wiAlLJ»mipaiir^ Ifll s^rtt of tflnnafl 
dislocations. Even the weather har- 
monized wth this assortment for one 
day we sweltered in a hot sun and 
the next day we w«re ^r^i^ed t)y 
lashing rain. 

"We chalked up as one of the high- 
lights of the trip our visit to Harvard 
University, where we spent almost 



a whole day strolling around tlie 
campus and talking with students. 
The students seem to take their work 
in dead earnest for it isn't unusual 
to see fhem plunged in a book while 
eating or waiting for the next class. 
The thing that seems heaviest on the 
min^s of the Harvard boys is their 
woric and the intomational situation. 
In general, the atmosphere was very 
conducive to study. 

"We bumped into our most amus- 
ing incident at ^ul Reverb h<»ne 
in Boston, where a small, chubby 
Italian boy enlightened us with an 
eloquent spiel on the history. He 
topped this by reconun^ding tiie 
Italian Rex Hotel which had rooms 
for forty cens and sixty cents.

Lester K. Ade, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, talked 
to the faculty and students on "The 
New Education" on Tuesday of this 
week. His presentation varied from 
the formal lecture, being given in 
the manner of the subject presented. 

Dr. Ade is noti an extremist in this 
new line of thought, but believes 
that the teaching profession should 
lean in that direction as far as pos- 
sible without becoming radical to 
such an extent that public sentiment 
is aroused or Jih at individuality J s 
lost, 

= The discussion centered around a 
series of questions on the teaching 
practices, which questions Dr. Ade 
answered by citing his own feelings 
and by referring is audience to the 
best writings on each subject. He em- 
phasized the importance of a definite 
set of motives to be made up from 
one's philosophy of education. 

By using humorous incidents, he 
compared our American style of life 
with that of the Old World. From 
his travels he has concluded that 
America and Americans are in too 
much of a hurry. In this country 
not enough time, so says Dr. Ade, is

"Looking Into the Futur^" was the 



sub j ect of a splendid address de- 
livered by Dr. Joseph F. Noonan 6n 
Thursday morning at the final as- 
sembly period of the year. 

Dr. Noonan reminded his audience 
that it is the intelligent individual 
who can use the experiences of the 
past and the present to build upon- 
the future; who not only inteiiprets 
his own time but foresees something 
the morrow : with its needs and 
uncertainties may have in store. 

In discussing the question of plan — 
ning for the future Dr. Noonan de- 
clared that it is his desire and de- 
termination to make this college a 
"student-centered" institution. To 
further this end he suggested such 
activities as frequent panel dibits- — 
sions in which students, themselves, 
might speak freely concerning their 
individual and. group problems. He 
emphasized his hope that beginninij 
with next year Mansfield might send 
delegations to state and national stu- 
dent conferences and thereby affili- 
ate themselve.«t with 'student govern — 
ment and other educational youth 
movements in this country. 

The reorganization of the student 
government association so that 
Mansfield students might have a real, 
rather than purely nominal part, in 
the handling Tof iheir activity funds 
is another plan sug^sted by Dr. 
Noonan. 

The President closed his adduess 
with inspiring words of exhortation. 
He urged his hearers to remember

STUDENT LAUNCHES PEACE 



The quality of the men and 
women, who make up the citizen- 
shilp^ o* Pennsylvania is depen- 
dfflSt largely upon the habits, at- 
titudes and ideals which are ac- 
quired in the early formative pe- 
riod of their characters. Such 
habits, attitudes, ideals, and char- 
acter are all definitely related to 
the type of education which they 
receive in the public schools. 
This education in turn is depen- 
dent on the character and intelli- 
gence of Jthe teachers in these 
schools, in other words, effective 
instructional service in the pub- 
lic schools is basic to all school 
achievement and to ultimate lift 
efficiency. All the available facts 
indicate an improved teacher per- 
s onnel in the public schools , oi 
l>etm8ylvan^ — Tias imp r ov e m en 
is derhonstrated not only in bet- 
ter academic and professionai 
background of the teachers, but 
also in the larger breadth of vis- 
ion acquired through social edu- 
cation, more travel experience 
and extended college attendance. 

Providing necessary library, 
laboratory, classroom, assembly, 
health education facilities, to- 
ge^^ with adequate recreation- 
al opportunities, is as essential tc 
education of teachers as it is for 
the education of doctors, or the 
preparation of competent engi 
neers. Through much needed 
grants of money made by the 
cjeneral State Authority, rehabili- 
lation of the State Teachers, Col- 
leges in Pennsylvania will be 
brought about in part before the 
conclusion of this college term. 
Tl|e need for modernizing the 
physical plants so as to remove 
fire, panic, tmd health hazards 
was imperative. 

During the past twenty yetrs 
little provision has been made tc 
permit the State Teachers Col- 
leges to replace obsolete build- 
ings which in maojr ii»taiices are 
old, outworn^ unsuitiible, and 
even dangerous, or to provide es- 
sential facilities for a modem 
teacher education program.

Fir»nly convinced ^at war is 
not inevitable, John Pratt has 
recenily organized on the campus 
the Consumer Industrial League 
to combat militarism witn con- 
sumer and industrial boycott o! 
ail groups dealing directly or in- 
directly in the muni dons traflic. 
According to the details of the 
plan, this organization will even- 
lually expand into an internation- 
al power for peace.j- 

Incidental to the] operation of 
the league will be governmental 
legislation, an international court 
ot jtrbitration distinctly different 
from the League of Nations, an|d 
agencies to facilitate 'fee- -flcw ot 
credit and trade. 

In an interview, Mr. Pratt 
pointed out that "through an in- 
ternationally-organized consuming 
body, raw materials necessary 
for armament and war can be 
shut off from the military ma- 
chines of the world, thus elimin- 
ating from governmental budgets 
the oppressive costs of militar- 
ism, knd proportionately raising 
the standards of living as well 
as removing the threat of war 
and thereby providing a stable 
foundation on which to build for 
enduring peace." 

The feasibility of this plan 
rests, according to its promoters, 
on individual cooperation. A pro- 
gram has been designed to con- 
vince the individual of the po- 
tential strength of an interna- 
tionally organized consuming 
g^ ^ ji^J^ end ^ ci$|^_p^ an- 

lege fraternities, and peace groups 
will aligned for support. 

Dr. ^ Noonan, in conference 
with a group interested in the 
movement, gave it official . sanc- 
tion.

leges shbuld not be interpreted as 
an expansion program, because 
the buildings whi<!;h are being 
erected at these colleges will not 
increase their student capacity. 
The complfeted pn^am will pro- 
vide at some of the StateH)wned 
Ihstittttions Itbraries^ dormitories, 
demonstration-laboratory schools, 
health education facilities, audi- 
torium, and recitation buildings. 
Libraries 
Th6 libraries ttiat are being 
built will make available^ the nec- 
essary facilities that will con- 
form to the demands of accepted 



standards established by accred- 
iting agencies throughout the 
United States for institutions of 
nigher leami,ng. The demand of 
the public schools for teacheris 
who are widely read and who 
know how to use reference and 
other materials found in a lib- 
rary makes it necessary to in- 
struct prospective teachers in 
this field. 

Demonstration Schools 

The laboratory schools on the 
campuses of th«.,-^ate Teachers 
Colleges date^ack in some • in- 
stances many yeans and represent 
"B form of school building con- 
struction which has long been 
outmoded and fails to provide 
the facilities demanded by a 
modern program of, education 
Long have these colleges needed 
»4ew laboratory schools where the 
best to be fdund in school rooin 
cbnsttuction in public school sys- 
tems throughout the State might 
be initiated in order that pros- 
pective teachers may be familiar 
with the best class roop and 
school building equipment and 
procedure. The ^ demonStrafioh ^ 
laboratory school ' represents foi 
the teachers, as does the hospital 
experience for the prospective 
physician, a place where, all that 
has been learned in "the college 
class rooms is translated into £ 
practical experience. It is ob- 
vious that this experience must 
be of the best if the young teach- 
ers who yearly join the ranks ol 
the teaching profession are to 
provide any forward movement 
in the profession of education. 
Naturally these demonstration 
laboratory schools must provide 
facilities for children at all age 
levels in order that child life in 
all its phases may be studied and 
the differential curriculums of the 
colleges adequately served^ The 
srection of these modern labora- 
•"ory demonstration schools is evi- 
dence of faith in the steady 
^^rowth of public school education 
'o a final and more effective ad- 
justment to the needs of child- 
hood and youth. 

Swimming: Pools and 
Gymnasiums 

This General State Authority 
program provides for the erection 
of swimming pools. In the new- 
aducation program a swimming 
pool is just another type of public 
jchool classroom. Teachers re- 
ceive instruction in health and 
physical education. Many high 
schools provide swimming pools 
foM|iiftr^^upii& Teaeh^^h^ould 
not be less competent than their 
pupils. Every college and cei-- 
tainly every teachers college 
should be equipped with a swim- 
ming pool where water confidence 
can be acquired and where this 
important branch of healtti edu- 
cate can be experienced and 
learned. The old branch of 
health education can be expe- 
rienced. The old idea that a 
swimming pool is simply a place 
where one jumps in to "cool off" 
is no longer accepted. The swim- 
ming pool is a classroom and is 
essential to the development of 
healthy, normal girls and boys. 

This is equally true of gymna- 
siums. With the increasing con- 
cenfaratiOTi of population in -urban 
areas, the open country has ceas- 
ed to be the children's play- 
ground. This population move- 
ment has likewise made it neces- 
sary for the modem' teacher to 
directs a nd su p er vise play to a 
degree undreamed^ of by the 
teaciier of forty yeixrs ago. Gym- 
nasiums, therefore, become labor- 
atories and training equipment 
equal in importance to classrooms 
and libraries. They represent an- 
other type of c lassroom where 
fundamental habits of health are 
taught in a concrete way. Ideals 
of "fair play", "team work", co- 
operative endeavor" are establish- 
ed through competitive games. 
In the gymnasium students have 
thet opportunity of ^testing, their 
owjtt strength and skiir under the 
careful and watchful eye of a 
competent instructor. Teachers 
must have adequate education if 
this work is to be done with com- 
petence in the public schools. 
Teachers mual Jmow the signifi- 
cance of the social disciplines aVid 
cooperative efforts that can be 
taught successfully in the gymna- 
siums, or "health and physical 
education laboratories", as they 
ai^bknown te^4^e new educatiim 
program. • 

Auditoriums 

Auditoriums were formerly 
used once a week to hold '*mom- 



ing exercises". The teacher edu- 
laiion program in Pennsylvania 
now uses the auditorium as a 
larger classroom. Prospective- 
teachers receive^ education in pub- 
lic speaking, orchestra member- 
ship, dramatic production, debat- 
ing, choral singing, and a wide 
variety of activities which re- 
quire the use of such a building. 
The construction of auditoriums 
under the General State Author- F 
ity on the premises of the State 
Teachers Colleges makes avail- 
able the necessary facilities to 
give this type of education. In 
some instances in the past the 
Tmi^n CoUiges had to rent the 
nearest moving , picture house so 
that they might hold commence- 
ment exercises, open forums, dra- 
matic productions, and musical 
concerts. The building program 
of the General State Authority 
will mate it possible to carry on 
all of these activities as a regu- 
lar part of the work of the teach- 
er education institutions on the 
campus of the college. 



The construction <rf fireproof 
dormitories on ihe campuses of 
>ome of the institutions made 
possible through the building 
orogram of the General State Au- 
thority, represents one of the out- 
itahding forward ite|M in the de- 
velopment of the State Teachers 
Colleges. The matter of provid- 
ing homelike facilities where 
prospective teachers may live in 
?ood taste under wise and capabie 
deans and adviso^s means ^ ftoi&r 
influence upon the lives of the 
boys and girls whom they wiU 
later teach. The amenities, as 
expressed in furnishings, decora- 
tions, sanitary and safety provi- 
sions, table manners, social inter- 
course, should be fundamental 
equipment for an educated per- 
son and particularly for a teacher. 
The students who live in the dor- 
mitories of a teacher education in- 
stitution through four years of 
college life leave the institution 
with a desire for better living 
and this desire for better living is 
transmitted to tite ehildr^ wiiom 
tliey teach. 

Ri^hi to Demonstrfte 
Competency 

The building program new be- 
ing conducted under the General 
State Author^ 4i^|M|||||||^^^||^ 
the people of Pennsylv^^^^^ 
every boy and girl has a right to 
demonstrate his pompeten^y to 
become a teacher in the public 
schools. If real democracy is to^ 
prevail, then the teachers in the 
public schools mufit themselves 
be sympathetic Ajfith the children 
jf all~tt^fNeo{dir whether rich or 
poor, black or^white, and of all 
religious faiths. It does not mean 
that all persons have a right to 
teachr but the teacher education 
program does contend that the 
teachers in the public schools 
must represent a cross section of 
the citizenship of Pennsylvania. 
Where a candidate for admission 
to a State Teachers College can 
demonstrate that he has the re- 
quisite character and intelligence, 
necessary for teaching young 
children and the ability to learn, 
when such a candidate must find 
..he way open through State sup- 
ported institutions to become a 
t,eacher in a public school. 
Inc r e ss si Sonriee 

The phabOitaUoo of lifts Inifid* 
ings and tlmj|getion of addition- 
al facilitie^Moascs the oppor- 
tunity to render a larger service 
to the public schools, but the pro- 
gram will not provide additional 
teachers nqr will the progi?am re- 
duce the cost to students who are 
preparing to t§ach. A large share 
3f the cost of teacher education 
m the State Teachers Colleges is 
borne by the students themselves. 
Fees arc prescribed which in 
sortie instances amount to fifty 
percent of the total cost. The 
State does provide the buildings 
and the additional revenue to 
maintain an adequate program; 
Realization of an Ideal 

The building program of the 
General State Authority is an- 
other vigorous step forward in 
the realization of a democratic 
Ideal, that the education of teach- 
fl^ M ^^^'^ adequate facilities in 
the form of proper demonstration- 
laboratory schools, auditoriums, 
swimming and gymnasium class- 
rooms, libraries, and recitation 
halls is being realized. The en- 
tire program is one of increasing 
the efficiency of the teacher edu- 
cation program in the interests of 
all the boys and girls of all the 
school districts of Pennsylvania.

JUk Ruth Marshall read them sev- 
stories from a book entitled 
••Rumbling Wings" by Arthu^ C. 
Wood. The aullior has lived on an 
old Irod[uois reservation. From this 
book, the siud^ts chose two stories 
which they wanted to dramatize. 
These they dramatized in English 
and learned several Indian poems 
betides. They carried out a very ex- 
tensive study of the system of gov- 
ernment of the Iroquois Indians. 
They compared that^type of govern- 
ment with our government of today 
and tried to discover if we had 
adopted any miasurfs of fte Indian 
type of government. They studied 
the living conditions of the Indians, 
their food, their clothing, and their 
mode of travel. Maps were carefully 
constructed to show where they tra- 
veled. Maps of Tioga, locattng ta* 
dian trails and villa^s, were pro 



they made costumes for a play, in 

eluding Indian dress, moccasins, the 
girdle belt, and the head dress, i)f 
burlap bags and paintel &i#Bn de- 
signs on them. If anyone is interest- 
ed in seeing these costumes, they are 
on display in the hall on the second 
floor of the elementary school. The 
students are also at work on pic- 
tures of the hous^ of the In- 
dians, their corn harvest, and their 
maple festivals. The false faces to 
be used in the dance are being made 
by the students, too. In connectipn 
with^ their music, the students will 
present some Indian dances and 
several songs sxu^ in Indian as the 
Indians did at their festivals. 

Parent's Day, which the fifth 
grade held on Wednesday afternoon 
of November 9, proved to be a great 
success. As tli^ had been studying 
the Western States for quite some 
time, they decided to present a two- 
act play to show jiist what they had 
accomplished. This was presented in 
the form of a travel bureau. Some 
of the students were the clerks in 
the bureau while others were inter- 
ested travelers going West. The post- 
ers and pennants of the western 
mountains and the national parks 
made by the art classes were used 
as a backgroimd. The students pre- 
sented also a dramatization "from 
their reading book with costumes to 
distinguish the Characters. Music for 
the program consisted of cowboy 
songs which the children had learn- 
ed in their music classes. Invitations 
to their parents were made in Eng- 
lish class.

The fifth grade students enjoy«d 
a very interesting talk on the West- 
em States by Joseph I^ove, a new 
member of the fourth grade who 
moved here recently from Arizona, 
where he lived on a guest ranch on 
the border line between Arizona 
and New Mexico. He told the daas 
of a huge rock back of his home 
which he and his father climbed one 
day. To fheir amazement they found 
ruins of the cliff dwellers. Pottery 
which they found showed them that 
the ruins were several thousands of 
years old. They found a jawbone 
and some petrified wood. As Joseph 
explained it, brought a whole 

basketful back io\yn with us." The 
cave with anottier on top was di- 
vided into sections. Inside was a 
spring which had never, gone dry. 
Because these caves ' were usually 
filled wilh sand and water-wa'Shed 
rock, they were very hard to see. 
Men had to use air-driils to enter 
such caves. He also told them of 
Griff ics Hill where he h,ad seen the 
picture writing of the ancient cliff 
dwellers. Their writing consisted of 
crudely chipped pictures of all the 
animals and their footprints. He 
showed the class a ring made of pet- 
rified wood and silver! from a silver 
dollar which had been carved by Ci 
Indian blacksmith. He described to 
the students the Painted Desert 
which has its name from the varie- 
ty of ctalorS of sand. The blended 
hues wire very beautiful. He also 
explamed to them the Indian mode 
of living. Their home which is called 
a hogan is made from logs fastened 
together v«rith mud. They have no 
furniture at all. At their feast, where 
they kill and roast goats, they have 
many elaborate dances. Many In- 
dians stiU eat with their fingei-s as 
their ancestors did although the 
children go to the same schools as 
the white children >«nd receive the 
same education. All in. all, many of 
the western Indians are\ stiU <|uite 
uncivilized. " X

Instead of using . that well-adver- 
tised but questionable method of 
"how to become an efficient house- 
keeper in ten easy lessons," the 
girls of the Home Economics Edu- 
cation Department are learning by 
the time proven methods of "Prac- 
tice ma kes perfect" and "Exper ience 
is the best teacher". While the other 
students in other departments arc 
learning why x minus y equali z, 
and why Venus cornea 14> in the •wa- 
ning, the girls specialising in home 
economics are 11 vipg ipd breathing 
their ediuratidn — 
three previoi^ years of stu 
practice. 

Each girl in the department looks 
forward, in her junior year, to the 
six weeks at the Home Management 
Cottage — six we^ allotted to her 
that she may prove to hers^ and 
to her supervisors that she is well- 
versed in the art of homa-siaking. 

Usually, there are froin six |» 
eight girls in the cottage each 
weeks. The duties of theae gUk lii 
tate, so that ^act^ may try her hand 
at a diM^i^t tasfe. Tliere is a house- 
keeper, who generally supervises 
the care of the home surroundings, 
sometimes with the aid of co-house- 
keepers. The position of "Mother" 
of the family is' filled by the hostess, 
who is directly responsible for the 
coMfort of the household and for the 
marketing. Taking care of the din- 
ing room, table equipment, and serv- 
ing of meals are duties which fall 
upon the waitress, who also fills the 
position of laundress. The cook, a 
most necessary cog in the wheel of 
efficiency, plans the menu and mar- 
ket order, prepares the food, and 
keeps her domain, the kitchen, ill 
quite spotless order. 

Although work is the Ittiest paH 
of the cottager's day, social func- 
tions of various kinds play an im- 
portant part in her life. Each group 
gives a formal dinner or breakfast, 
a ^buffet supper, and several parties. 



all of which add to the experiaica 
of the girls. 

The cottage is run on a complete 
budget, which is executed faittiful- 
ly by the girls and Miss Mattson, 
the resident instructor, who super- 
vises the affairs of the Cottage. 

To "keep house'' is the innate de- 
sire of every girl from the time she 
begins to play with dolls until she 
has a home of her own. The chance 
to satisfy this desire is found in the 
six weeks period in the cottage. 

The girls in the cottage hold be- 
fore them the ideal home life and 
atmosphere, and try, as far as pos- 
sible, to attain these standards. 
They come back from the cottage, 
after six weeks, as wiser and more 
efficient homemakers because of 
their experiences. 

The opportunity to live in th^^ 
Home Management Cottage is one of 
the highlights of the honoe economics 
course, and gives the girls a chance 
to apply their "book learning" to 
life itself by putting the **home*' 
into home economics.
